7.  Prevention. — Ci")  That,  with  the  object  of  preventing  the  spread 
.if  infection,  persons  buying  cattle  for  breeding  puri)oses  or  milk  production 
-'loiild,  except  when  '^uch  pu-cliases  are  made  from  disease  free  herds, 
which  have  been  tested  by  a  properly  qualified  perscm,  purchase  only 
-ihject  to  the  tuberculin  test.  In  order  to  assist  in  the  proper  carrying 
.'lit  of  this  suggestion,  the  Comini-sion  recommends  that  ofTicial  authorities 
-li.iuld  adopt  such  legulations  as  will  prevent  the  entry  to  their  respectiv.- 
tcrritciries  of  cattle  for  breeding  purposes  or  milk  production  unless 
acrompanied   by  satisfactory  tuberculin   test   charts. 

(2)  That  all  milk  and  milk  by-products  used  as  food  should  be  properly 
pasteurized  unless  derived  from  cows  known  to  be  free  fri>in  tuberculosis.

Inasmuch  as  the  animals 
a'lected  with  clinical  tubeculo-i-  are  the  wreatc-t  source-  of  <lantier  in  the 
di--emination  of  the  disease,  eonipulsory  reporting  of  such  cases  should 
lit  inaugurated  by  the  state,  as  is  now  done  in  many  places  in  the  control 
oi  human  tuberculosis.  Mandatory  reporting  of  these  case-  and  their 
l>i..inpt  slauKhler  are  very  essential,  as  only  by  the  elimination  of  tbe-e 
esciptionally  ilan^'erous  ca-e-  can  it  be  hoped  to  take  up  all  the  other 
(leiails  by  which  a  successful  contrid  of  bovine  tuberculosis  may  be 
accos.iplished. 

In  conclusion  your  committee,  having  regard  to  the  disposition  of  pure 
bred  cattle,  or  valuable  animals  kept  for  either  breediuK  or  ilairy  purpo-es, 
.vould  stroUKly  recommend  a  system  retiu-rini;  the  removal  of  all  clinical 
ti  erculous  animals  from  the  herd,  the  -erfrek'ation  of  all  calves  from  the 
reiiiainini;  cows  in  onler  to  establish  a  new.  clean  herd,  the  use  of  tuberculin 
te-led  nurse  cows  or  pasteurized  milk  for  these  ca.  es,  and  the  periodic 
application  of  tuberculin  to  this  newly  established  herd,  as  the  only 
tfiiiroughlv  reliable  one.

The  Commission  after  stating  the  known  facts  rcRardinpr  the  nature 
n\  tuberculosis  and  enumeratint;  the  principles  to  be  ol-  .  ed  in  its  pre- 
vention and  eradication,  recommends  the  following  plan  i.:  procedure.  It 
i-  recognized  that  in  several  points  there  are  opportunities,  in  order  to 
nui  t  individual  needs,  to  change  or  modify  the  directions  herein  Riven.  It  is 
uri'Urstood,  however,  that  whenever  such  modilications  are  made  they 
-li"dd  conform  in  the  greatest  detail  to  the  principles  laid  down  in  the 
rii'iirt  of  this  Commission.  The  plan  has  for  its  purpose  the  conservation 
nf  the  herd  whenever  that  is  possible.
